American)  Combat  Team,  sent 
him  and  three  other  delegates  to 
the  White  House  last  month  to 
present  a $4,300  contribution  to 
President  Truman  for  the  I^aose- 
velt  Memorial  Fund,  hag  joined 
the  Academic  Regiment,  The  In- 
fantry School. 

. j«‘We  Nisei  made  our  contribu- 
tion for  the  same  reason  that  we 
were  able  to  fight  well  in  Italy — 
because  we  believed  with  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  that  Americanism 
is  not  a matter  of  race  but  of  the 
niidd  and  heart,”  says  Tsujimoto. 
“y/e  wanted  ^o  further  the  ideas 
of  freedom  for  which  he  knd  all 
tlie  | rest  of  us  Americans  fought 
so  hard. 

J “In  combat  we  wanted  to  dem- 
onstrate that  although;  our  ances- 
tors were  Japanese,  we  are  Amer- 
icans,” explains  the  former  rifle- 
man,  who  was  born  in  California 
of  Japanese  immigrant-parents. 
“We  Nisei  were  certain  that  this 
was  not  a war  of  races,  as  the 
Axis  tried  to  make  the  world  'be- 
lieve, but  a war  if  ideas,  as  Pres- 
ident Roosevelt  said.’” 
VOLUNTEER  NISEI 

The  442nd  Combat  Team,  which 
was  made  up  completely,  of  vol- 
•untecr  Nisei,  took  port  in  some  of 

the  bitterest  fighting  in  Italy  with 
the '34th  Division. 

“Our  buddies  in  the  rest  of  the 
division  were  absolutely  tops,” 
says  Tsujimoto.  “They  made  us 
forget  that  there  are  still  some 
people  who  consider  us  to  be  Jap- 
anese and  not  Americans.  The 
Army  has  been  swell  to  us,  treat- 
ing: us  just  like  any  other  GIs, 
which  is  all  we  want.”
